and 1957 — 


Miles 0-10, north from the Cheticamp entrance 
have been reconstructed up to but not including 
the laying of the pavement. 


Miles 10-15, north from the Cheticamp entrance 
have been approximately 90% completed up to 
but not including the laying of the pavement. 


The MacKenzie River bridge at Mile 20 has been 
completed 

WORK PROPOSED 1958 — 

Miles 0-15, Complete reconstruction and lay the 
asphalt pavement. 


Miles 15-21, Two year contract covering re- 
construction as far as Pleasant Bay. 


The Cobol Trail from the Park entrance of Ingonish 
Beach to the Cheticamp entrance is 70 miles in length 
of which 53 miles is under Federal Parks manage- 
ment ond 17 miles under the management of the 
Province of Nova Scolio.
